G.S+R+ 812(E).'—Whereas the draft of the Aircraft (Amendment) Rules. 2008 further 1o amend the Aircraft 
Rules,! 93 7 ; were published, as required by Section 14 oflhe Aircraft Acl* W34 (22 of 1934). vide notification of the 
Government oflndia in the Ministry of Civil Aviation number G.S.R, 7fl2(El, dared the ?9*h September, 2008. for inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry oflhe period of thirty days from 
the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which the said notification was published, were made available to 
public; 


And whereas copies of the said notification were made available to the public on the 30th September, 2008, 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been received from any person in respect of the <3raft rules 
within the period specified hi the said notification; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the said Aircraft Act, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, namely:— 

h (I) These rules may be called the Aircraft (5th Amendment) Rules, 2008. 

(2) They s hal I come into force on the date of their pnbti cation i n th e O ificial G azette. 

2 In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, - 

(1) in rule 1, after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely ; — 

"(2A) fn case of aircraft registered in a contracting State other than India and operated pursuant 
to an agreement for the lease, charter or interchange of the aircraft or any similar arrangement by 
an operator who has hfs principal place of business, or, if he has no such place of business, his 
permanent residence in another contracting State otheT than India, the regulations of the other 
contracting State relating to registration, licensing of personnel, airworthiness and log books 







(qn U-3FS 3{i)] 
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shall apply m place of the provisions contained m Parts IV, V d V[ and [X of these rules, provided 
that an agreement has been reached brfwren the Government or Slate of registry of the aircraft 
and the government of the other contracting State relating to transfer of functions and duties 
pursuant to Article 83 bis of the Convention and the same has been officially notified to the 
Government of India or the International Civil Aviation Organization. The extent of application of 
these rules to such aircraft shall be as per the agreement between the two Governments.*

“(d) enter, inspect, examine and search any aircraft or any aviation facility, including air navign* 
tion services, and also inspect any perzcotieL documents and records for the purpose of 
securing compljance.with any of these rules or the provisions of the Aircraft Act, 1934(22 of 
1934);” 

<ii) after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

te(3) The owner or operator of the aircraft, organization or air navigation facility shall allow the 
person so authorized, access to any part of the aircraft, organization or air navigation facility 
including equipment, records, documents and personnel and shall co-operate hi conduct¬ 
ing the activities referred to in sub-rule (1)3'
